A DUTY PERFORMED. 


There can never be a more placid 
and safer ‘‘ May Day ’’: no attempt 
on the life of any prosecutor, or Judge, 
or legislator, or capitalist, not even a 
gesture of violence by emissary or 
agent of a foreign or American radi- 
cal organization, but it may well be 
that nothing happened because the 
police: power had been forewarned and 
Was ready to the last man. Did At- 
torney General PaLmMuEr and the Secret 
Service take the threats and exhorta- 
tions and propaganda of the interna- 
tionalists too seriously and raise an 
unnecessary alarm? The sufficient an- 
swer is that last June, when attempts 
were made by the ‘‘ Reds’’ to blow 
up the house of the Attorney General 
himself in Washington and, Judge 
Norr’s house in this city. was actu- 
ally shattered by a bomb—there were 
| explosions designed to kill officials in 
| other cities—the Secret Service was 
not ‘on ‘the alert, had~ discovered 
nothing, anticipated no concerted out- 
' break, and the police were not pre- 

pared to protect either life or prop- 
erty. - The miscreants, fanatics and 
crackbrains who do such things can- 
not be taken too seriously. Against 
théenf the authorities should always be 
on guard, aud at no time more watch- 
fully than on May Day, when the mad 
dog of “* internationalism ’’ froths at 
the “mouth.

THE POLISH ADVENTURE. 

The Polish offensive toward Kiev 
for the purpose of liberating the 
Ukraine continues with great success, 
although evidently the Bolsheviki have 
not yet brought up the reserves which, 
even after the turning of some of their 
armies into labor forces, théy still 
have on hand. In England there is 
much shaking of the head over the 
Polish. progress, and in. France there 
is unconcealed elation. The joyful ap- 
proval of France may in the Jong run 
be more dangerous for Poland than 
the cold skepticism of England; al- 
ready some French Generals and some 
Polish Generals are thinking hopefully 
of complete destruction of the Red 
Army and the Government which de- 
pends on that army’s bayonets. 

But the one dominant fact in Polish- 
Russian relations is and always. must 
be that the Russians outnumber the 
Poles five to one. Certainly the Polish 
troops, paying off old scores and filled 
with the fire ofsa newly won liberty 
and a successful national revival, are 
more than a match for Red armies in 
anything like equal numbers. The 
morale of Russian revolutionary troops 
thas been far below that of the old 
armies which fought for the Czar, 
But it takes a great deal of moral su- 
periority to make up for odds of five 
to. one; and the Poles are under the 
disadvantage that, the greater théir 
initial successes; the more rapidly 
their moral superiority will disappear. 

Mr. Duranty’s dispatch ascribes the

it belongs rather to the countries 
which could have helped Poland to get 
back to work and have not done ‘so.

If the Poles 
are successful, they will have estab- 
lished a much-needed barrier to pro- 
tect their southeastern frontier, and 
they will. also have gone a long ‘way 
toward solving the troublesome prob- 
lem of Ukrainian hostility.. Poles and.

They suggest that the known insane 
be guarded with more care in the asy- 
lums to which they have been comi- 
mitted, that those legally declared in- 
g@ane in any State be regarded and 
treated as insane in all the other States, 
that the sale of deadly weapons be un- 
der the same strict regulation through- 
out the country, that all Commission- 
éfs in Lunacy be physicians and neu- 
rologists of competence Certified by 
recognized medical.authority, and that 
the verdict ‘“‘not guilty, but insane ’”’ 
be changed to ‘‘ guilty, but insane.” 

These are all good suggestions, and 
especially good is the suggestion that 
commitments as insane should be made 
only by, or on the recommendation of, 
experts; but the jurymen apparently did 
not think to add that liberations from 
confinement as cured should also be 
controlled by experts, and not be left 
to the discretion of judges or juries 
whose knowledge of Insanity is always 
slight and whose beliefs regarding it 
foften are wrong. 

The public safety is almost ‘or quite 
as much affected by premature or mis- 
taken releases from asylums as it ie by 
the possibility that, the sane are or may |. 
be shut up in madhouses: About the 
best, therefore; that can be said of the 
Grand Jury’s recommendations is that 
they are good, as far as they go, and 
the worst is that they do not.go far
